The  health  of  the  district,  generally  speaking,  remained  satisfactory 
during  the  year  and  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

There  were  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  in  the  district,  and  no  deaths 
from  the  common  infectious  diseases  of  childhood* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  for  England  and  Wales.  The  total  live  births  was  28  less  ana  the 
deaths  one  less  than  those  registered  in  1953. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  excellent  progress  of  the  Council’s 
house  building  programme,  and  the  increasing  number  of  houses  being 
reconditioned  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  grants.  The  position  may  soon 
be  reached  in  which  houses  requiring  demolition  as  a  result  of  the  housing 
survey  may  be  dealt  with  more  rapidly. 

The  Council’s  Comprehensive  water  scheme  has,  although  still  subject 
to  delays  beyond  the  Council’s  control,  reached  the  stage  where  a  start  can 
be  expected  to  be  made  at  a  foreseeable  date* 

The  need  for  sewerage  schemes  for  the  main  villages,  which  is  already 
apparent,  will  become  more  urgent  as  the  water  scheme  develops.  It  is 
expected  that  a  start  will  be  made  on  two  of  the  most  needed  schemes,  the 
BriantsPuddle  and  Upton  area  schemes,  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation,  throughout  the  year.  In  addition  I  would 
like  to  thank  Mr.  Grant  for  his  help  in  preparing  this  report.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  laying  of  the  distribution  mains  for  the  Winfrith  supply  was  completed 
during  the  year.  This  scheme  serves  the  village  of  Winfrith  and  properties 
in  East  Knighton  and  Blacknoll,  the  source  being  a  borehole  originally  sunk  to 
supply  the  new  Winfrith  Council  houses. 

No  new  sources  of  supply  were  brought  into  use  apart  from  the  work  on  the 
Winfrith  scheme;  there  were  no  extensions  of  existing  supplies. 

Only  those  parts  of  the  district  which  are  served  by  Public  Water  Under¬ 
takings  can  be  regarded  as  having  a  water  supply  which  is  satisfactory. both  in 
quantity  and  quality.  In  nearly  all  parts  of  the  remainder  of  the  district 

there  is  some  degree  of  water  shortage  during  summer  months,  and  in  dry  periods 
there  is  acute  shortage  especially  in  the  Valley  Road  -  Harmans  Cross  area  and 
the  Glebe  Estate,  Studland,  which  rely  mainly  on  rain  water  supplies,  and  the 
Wool  village  where  many  of  the  newer  houses  rely  on  shallow  wells. 

The  smaller  village  supplies  are  variable  in  quantity. and  quality. and  are 
not  wholly  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  old  wells  in  the  district  are 
poorly  constructed  and  yield  water  of  doubtful  quality.  Approximately  43% 
of  the  samples  taken  from  wells  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  classed 
as  unsatisfactory,  4%  as  suspioious  and  53%  as  satisfactory. 


Statutory  Areas  of  Supply  of  Water  Undertakings  Within  the  District 


Poole  Corporation  Supply:  The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett 

Matravers,  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of. an  imaginary 
straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the  parish  of 
Lytchett  Matravers,  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by  north  and  terminating 
at  the  southernmost  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Sturminster  Marshall,  and  so 
much  of  the  parish  of  Wareham  St.Martin  as  lies  to  the  east  of  an  imaginary 
line  drawn  parallel  to  and  200  yards  to  the  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford 

to  Wareham. 

Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  Supply:  The  parish  of  Langton  Matravers  and 

the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Supply:  The  parish  of  West  Lulworth. 


Proposed  New  Water  Supplies 
Main  Comprehensive  Scheme: 

This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  borehole  at 
Briantspuddle ,  which  was  acquired  in  1952,  to  all  parts  of  the  district  not 
already  served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  undertaking. 

A  public  Inquiry  was  held  on  5th.  January  1954,  at  the  Council’s  Office, 
Westport  House,  by  A  Gerard  Boulton  Esq.,  M.A.,  A.M.T.C.E.  the  Inspector 
appointed  by  the  Minister  to  consider  the  Council’s  proposals.  .  On  the 
1st.  December,  1954,  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local .Government  intimated 
to  the  Council  that  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  had  been  included  provisionally 
in  the  programme  of  grant  aided  work  for  1956/57.  Consent  was  given  to 

proceed  with  part  of  the  scheme  which  would  enable  a  supply  to  be  afforded  to 
Bere  Regis,  contract  documents  were  being  prepared  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
it  is  hoped  work  may  commence  in  1955.

These  are  schemes  for  the  supply  of  water  from  local  sources  until 
water  becomes  available  from  the  main  Briantspuddle  source,  and  are  plannee 
so  that  the  greater  part  of  the  installation  and  distributing  mams  can  be 
used  when  the  main  comprehensive  scheme  is  developed.  Schemes  have  a  rea  y

Public  Piped  Supplies 

The  following  areas  in  the  district  have  public  piped  supplies 


Affnuddle.  Turners  Puddle  and  a  part  of  Bere  Regis  from  the  Briants  Puddle 
source  acquired  by  the  K'lral  District  Council"  The  water  is  derived  from 
a  deep  bo?e  in  the  chalk  at  Briants  Puddle  and  is  untreated.  Samples  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory. 


Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  at  Worgret,  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council's 
supply. 

Church  Knowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  and  Winfrith  are  each  supplied  from 
local  sources  by  the  Rural  District  Council^ 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s 

supply* 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk" from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 

Upton,  Lytohett  Minster,  Organford  and  Sandford,  from  Poole  Corporation  supply. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Feynes,  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
supply. 

These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  with  regard 
to  quantity  and  quality. 


Village  Piped  Supplies  Privately  Owned 

Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate,  and  the 
water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 


Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies  from 
surface""springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston  supply  which 
is  now  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examination 
of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies  are  variable. 


Studland  village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water.collected  on  neighbouring 
heathl^nd  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give  consistent  highly 

satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  very  limited  and 

shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  Langton  Matravers  and 
West  Lulworth,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestwall  areas  of  the  parish  of  Wareham 
St.  Martin.  Particulars  of  these  sewerage  systems  are  given  on  page  8. 

No  major  works  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  were  carried  out  in  the 
district  during  the  year.  The  sewer  at  Bostwall  was  extended  approximately 
650  ft.  to  receive  drainage  from  new  properties  being  erected  in  the  area. 

The  need  for  main  sewerage  in  principal  villages  in  the  district  is 
appreciated  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  their  intention  that  schemes  which  are 
at  present  in  abeyance  for  Corfe  Castle  and  Wool  should  be  carried  out  when 
circumstances  permit.  The  Council  is  already  committed,  in  addition  to  their 
Comprehensive  Water  Supply  scheme  for  the  district,  to  the  carrying  out  of 
sewerage  schemes  for  the  Upton  area  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  for  the  village  of 
Briants  Puddle. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

The  Council’s  cesspool  emptying  service  is  available  for  all  parts  of  the 
district  at  a  charge  of  15s. Od.  per  cesspool  emptied.  The  one  cesspool 

emptying  vehicle  maintained  by  the  Council  has  to  work  overtime  to  deal  with 
the  increasing  demand  for  this  service.  Difficulties  have  been  experienced 
in  finding  convenient  sites  for  disposal  of  sewage  and  sludge. 

Proposed  Sewerage  Schemes 

Briants  Puddle  :  This  village  is  to  be  sewered  as  work  necessary  for  the 

protection  against  pollution  of  the  Council's  source  of  water 
supply  for  the  Comprehensive  scheme.  The  Council  agreed  to  proceed  with  this 
scheme  forthwith  and  it  was  hoped  to  have  tenders  for  carrying  out  the  work  by 
early  1955. 

Upton :  After  experiencing  further  delay  in  a  joint  scheme  with  Poole 

Corporation  the  Council  decided  to  proceed  with  independent  works  off 
Sandy  Lane.  A  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government. 

Sandford :  It  is  proposed  that  the  existing  system  should  be  extended  to  an 

area  east  of  Gore  Hill.  Detailed  plans  are  to  be  prepared  when 
the  developers  have  submitted  final  particulars  of  the  layout  of  the  proposed 
estate. 

Corfe  Castle  :  This  scheme  which  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry 

in  1947,  is  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 

Wool :  Plans  for  the  sewering  of  this  village  were  completed  several  years 

ago,  but  protracted  negotiations  with  the  War  Department  for  the 
purchasing  of  the  existing  disposal  works  at  Bovington  broke  down  in  1951,  since 
then  the  scheme  has  been  in  abeyance. 

Public  Conveniences 


Corfe  Castle  ;  The  Rural  District  Council  provided  a  public  convenience  in 

1951,  to  meet  the  need  of  tourists  visiting  this  village. 

Lulworth  Cove ;  Conveniences  are  provided  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  Owner  of  the 

beach  to  meet  the  need  of  holiday  makers. 

Studland :  Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the  owner  to 

meet  the  needs  of  holiday  makers.  To  serve  the  village  area  which 
is  some  distance  from  the  beach  the  old  telephone  exchange  building  is  to  be 
converted  into  public  conveniences.  The  project  has  been  delayed  because  of 
difficulties  in  purchasing  the  site.

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HOUSING 


The  past  year  has  shown  that  the  provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Housing 
Act  1949,  have  become  more  widely  known,  and  applications  have  increased  very 
considerably.  In  April  1954,  (Ciroular  36/54)  the  Ministry  abolished  the 
necessity  of  submitting  individual  schemes  to  Regional  Headquarters  for  their 
approval  and  delegated  to  local  authorities  the  entire  responsibility  of 
administering  that  section  of  the  Act.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing 
the  time  lag  of  submission  of  the  application  to  receipt  of  approval  from  as 
much  as  4  months  down  to  1  month.  At  the  same  time  the  Ministry  slightly 
relaxed  the  conditions  applicable  to  the  grant  and  this  has  had  the  advantage 
of  permitting  a  certain  flexibility  without  reducing  the  final  standard  of 
conditions • 

From  data  submitted  later  in  this  report  it  can  be  seen  that  approximately 
27/  of  the  houses  surveyed  require  reconditioning,  etc.,  while  the  majority  of 
the  other  quoted  19/  do  not  enjoy  modem  amenities  and  it  can  be  seen  therefore 
that  almost  up  to  45/  of  the  cottages  in  this  district  could  be  made  into  decent 
housing  accommodation  for  some  period  of  time  by  the  implementation  of  the 
Improvement  grant  scheme.  However,  the  table  appended  later  indicates  that 
a  quite  positive  step  has  been  taken  in  the  preservation  and  improvement  of  the 
cottages  in  this  district 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  continued  during  the  year  and  a  total  of  3523 
houses  have  been  surveyed.  Of  this  1075  or  approximately  30/  are  completely 
fit  in  all  respects,  492  or  14/  with  minor  defects,  666  or  19/  having  major 
defects,  945  or  27/  houses  require  structural  alterations  and  general  recon¬ 
ditioning  and  345  or  10/  have  been  scheduled  for  demolition  or  beyond  repair 
at  a  reasonable  expense. 

Six  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  and  undertakings  not  to 
use  for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  were  occupied  in  respect  of  2 
dwellings • 

The  number  of  houses  completed  under  the  Council's  Housing  programme  was 
60,  and  the  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses  is  now 
427  compared  with  532  at  the  end  of  1953.

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  No  case  of  aoute  poliomye litis  was  notified  and  no  deaths 
occurred  from  notifiable  disease  apart  from  6  due  to  pneumonia,  one  due  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  due  to  non -pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  being  one  more  than  in  1953.  Only  one 
case  was  admitted  to  infectious  diseases  hospital. 

Measles 


Following  an  epidemic  in  1953,  when  441  cases  were  notified  only  15  cases 
were  notified.  None  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Whooping  cough 

93  cases  were  notified  compared  with  81  for  the  previous  year.  The 
disease  appeared  to  be  relatively  mild  and  no  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Dysentery 

10  of  the  cases  notified  were  due  to  S.  Sonnei  and  one  case  was  amoebic 
dysentery  contracted  abroad.  Of  the  cases  of  Sonnei  dysentery  seven  occurred 
in  one  family  and  the  remaining  three  were  isolated  cases  in  other  parts  of  the 

district. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  two  small  outbreaks,  one  of  seven  cases  and  the  other  of 
four  cases. 

(a)  Seven  cases  occurred  in  two  families  living  in  adjoining  cottages.  The 
agent  causing  the  outbreak  was  Sal.  typhi  murium,  which  was  isolated  from  the 
faeces  of  cases  and  from  one  of  two  duck  eggs  from  ducks  owned  by  one  of  the 
families.  Samples  of  water,  milk,  and  rat  faeces  were  negative.  The  illness 
was  of  moderate  severity  and  lasted  six  to  seven  days. 

(b)  Four  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  which  diarrhoea 
and  vomitting  followed  12  hours  after  eating  picnic  lunch  of  tinned  tongue  and 
meat  pies.  The  illness  which  was  mild  lasted  24  hours.  Examination  of 
faeces  was  negative.  From  the  remains  of  the  tinned  tongue  Staph,  aureus 
was  isolated,  but  this  was  of  doubtful  significance.  Meat  pies  were  not 
available  for  examination.  The  tinned  tongue,  brand  unknown,  had  been  in 
store  for  some  time  and  had  been  opened  3  days  before  being  eaten. 

The  agent  causing  the  outbreak  was  probably  a  pre  formed  toxin  the  origin 
of  which  was  not  ascertained.
